incorporation, one hundred dollars; (8) filing certificate of merger or 16 
share exchange, sixty dollars; (9) filing certificate of correction, one 17 
hundred dollars; (10) filing certificate of surrender of special charter 18 
and adoption of general certificate of incorporation, one hundred 19 
dollars; [(11) filing certificate of dissolution, fifty dollars; (12)] (11) 20 
filing certificate of revocation of dissolution, fifty dollars; [(13)] (12) 21 
filing annual report, one hundred fifty dollars except as otherwise 22 
provided in sections 33-953 and 33-954; [(14)] (13) filing application of 23 
foreign corporation for certificate of authority to transact business in 24 
this state and issuing certificate of authority, one hundred dollars; 25 
[(15)] (14) filing application of foreign corporation for amended 26 
certificate of authority to transact business in this state and issuing 27 
amended certificate of authority, one hundred dollars; [(16) filing 28 
application for withdrawal of foreign corporation and issuing 29 
certificate of withdrawal, one hundred dollars; (17)] (15) filing 30 
application for reinstatement, one hundred fifty dollars; [(18)] (16) 31 
filing a corrected annual report, one hundred dollars; and [(19)] (17) 32 
filing an interim notice of change of director or officer, twenty dollars. 33

following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective January 1, 2015): 35 

(a) The Secretary of the State may effect the administrative 36 
dissolution of a corporation as provided in this section. 37 

(b) Whenever any corporation is more than one year in default of 38 
filing its annual report as required by section 33-953, the Secretary of 39 
the State may notify such corporation by registered or certified mail 40 
addressed to such corporation at its principal office as last shown on 41 
his records that under the provisions of this section the corporation is 42 
to be administratively dissolved. Unless the corporation, within three 43 
months of the mailing of such notice, files such annual report, the 44 
Secretary of the State shall prepare and file in his office a certificate of 45 
administrative dissolution stating that the delinquent corporation has 46 
been administratively dissolved by reason of its default. 47 
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[(b)] (c) Whenever it comes to the attention of the Secretary of the 48 
State that a corporation has failed to maintain a registered agent or that 49 
such registered agent cannot, with reasonable diligence, be found at 50 
the address shown in the records of his office, the Secretary of the State 51 
may notify such corporation by registered or certified mail addressed 52 
to such corporation at its principal office as last shown on his records 53 
that under the provisions of this section the corporation is to be 54 
administratively dissolved. Unless the corporation within three 55 
months of the mailing of such notice files an appointment of registered 56 
agent, the Secretary of the State shall prepare and file in his office a 57 
certificate of administrative dissolution stating that the delinquent 58 
corporation has been administratively dissolved by reason of its 59 
default.

[(c)] (d) Dissolution shall be effective upon the filing by the 61

filing; [(5)] or (6) the Secretary of the State receives a duly 119 
authenticated certificate from the Secretary of the State or other official 120 
having custody of corporate records in the state or country under 121 
whose law the foreign corporation is incorporated stating that it has 122 
been dissolved or disappeared as the result of a merger.

(e) Revocation of a foreign corporation's certificate of authority does 318 
not terminate the authority of the registered agent of the corporation.  319 

Sec. 511. Section 34-10 of the general statutes is repealed and the 320 
following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective January 1, 2015): 321 

(a) In order to form a limited partnership a certificate of limited 322 
partnership must be executed as provided in section 34-10a and the 323 
certificate shall set forth: 324 

(1) The name of the limited partnership and the address of the office 325 
required to be maintained by section 34-13b; 326 

(2) The name and address of the agent for service of process 327 
required to be maintained by section 34-13b; 328 

(3) The name and business address of each general partner; 329 

(4) The latest date upon which the limited partnership is to dissolve; 330 
[and] 331 

(5) Any other matters the partners determine to include therein; and 332 

(6) The electronic mail address, if any, of the limited partnership. 333 

(b) A limited partnership is formed at the time of the filing of the 334

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State or at any later time specified in the certificate of limited 336 
partnership if, in either case, there has been substantial compliance 337 
with the requirements of this section.

(a) The Secretary of the State may effect the cancellation of a limited 341 
partnership by forfeiture as provided in this section. 342 

(b) Whenever any limited partnership is more than one year in 343 
default of filing its annual report as required by section 34-13e, the 344 
Secretary of the State may notify such limited partnership by 345 
registered or certified mail addressed to such limited partnership at its 346 
address as last shown on his records that under the provisions of this 347 
section the limited partnership's rights and powers are prima facie 348 
forfeited. Unless the limited partnership within three months of the 349 
mailing of such notice files such annual report, the Secretary of the 350 
State shall prepare and file in his office a certificate of cancellation by 351 
forfeiture stating that the delinquent limited partnership's certificate 352 
has been cancelled by forfeiture by reason of its default. 353 

[(b)] (c) Whenever it comes to the attention of the Secretary of the 354 
State that a limited partnership has failed to maintain a statutory agent 355 
for service, the Secretary of the State may notify such limited 356 
partnership by registered or certified mail [or mail evidenced by a 357 
certificate of mailing] addressed to such limited partnership at its 358 
address as last shown on his records that under the provisions of this 359 
section the limited partnership's rights and powers are prima facie 360 
forfeited. Unless the limited partnership within three months of the 361 
mailing of such notice files an appointment of statutory agent for 362 
service, the Secretary of the State shall prepare and file in his office a 363 
certificate of cancellation by forfeiture stating that the delinquent 364 
limited partnership's certificate has been cancelled by forfeiture by 365 
reason of its default. 366 

[(c)] (d) Cancellation shall be effective upon the filing by the 367 
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Secretary of the State in his office of such certificate of cancellation by 368 
forfeiture. 369 

[(d)] (e) After filing the certificate of cancellation by forfeiture, the 370 
Secretary of the State shall: (1) [Send] Mail a certified copy thereof to 371 
the delinquent limited partnership [, by registered or certified mail or 372 
mail evidenced by a certificate of mailing,] at its address as last shown 373 
on his records; and (2) cause notice of the filing of such certificate of 374 
cancellation by forfeiture [to be published in two successive issues of 375 
the Connecticut Law Journal] to be posted on the office of the Secretary 376 
of the State's Internet web site for a period of sixty days following the 377 
date on which the Secretary of the State files the certificate of 378 
cancellation by forfeiture. 379 

Sec. 513. Section 34-38g of the general statutes is repealed and the 380 
following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective January 1, 2015): 381 

Before transacting business in this state, a foreign limited 382 
partnership shall register with the Secretary of the State. In order to 383 
register, a foreign limited partnership shall submit to the Secretary of 384 
the State a signed copy of the application for registration as a foreign 385 
limited partnership, signed and sworn to by a general partner and 386 
setting forth: (1) The name of the foreign limited partnership and, if 387 
different, the name under which it proposes to register and transact 388 
business in the state; (2) the state and date of its formation; (3) the 389 
general character of the business it proposes to transact in this state; (4) 390 
the name and address of the agent in this state for service of process on 391 
the foreign limited partnership required to be maintained by section 392 
34-38p and an acceptance of such appointment signed by the agent 393 
appointed if other than the Secretary of the State; (5) the address of the 394 
office required to be maintained in the state of its organization by the 395 
laws of that state, or, if not so required, of the principal office of the 396 
foreign limited partnership; (6) the name and business address of each 397 
general partner; (7) the address of the office at which is kept a list of 398 
the names and addresses of the limited partners and their capital 399 
contributions, together with an undertaking by the foreign limited 400 
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partnership to keep those records until the foreign limited partnership 401 
registration in this state is cancelled or withdrawn; [and] (8) the date 402 
the foreign limited partnership commenced transacting business in this 403 
state; and (9) the electronic mail address, if any, of the foreign limited 404 
partnership.  405 

Sec. 514. Subsection (a) of section 34-38n of the general statutes is 406 
repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective 407 
January 1, 2015): 408 

(a) The Secretary of the State shall receive, for filing any document 409 
or certificate required to be filed under sections 34-10, as amended by 410 
this act, 34-13a, 34-13e, 34-32, 34-32a, 34-32c, 34-38g, as amended by 411 
this act, and 34-38s, the following fees: (1) For reservation or 412 
cancellation of reservation of name, sixty dollars; (2) for a certificate of 413 
limited partnership and appointment of statutory agent, one hundred 414

(a) The Secretary of the State shall charge and collect the following 838 
fees and remit them to the Treasurer for the use of the state: (1) For 839 
filing of an application for reservation of name, and application for 840 
renewal of reservation, or notice of transfer or cancellation of 841 
reservation pursuant to section 34-506, sixty dollars; (2) for filing of a 842 
certificate of trust, a certificate of amendment [,] or a restated certificate 843 
of trust, [or a certificate of cancellation,] one hundred twenty dollars; 844 
(3) for preparing and furnishing a copy of any certificate filed relating 845 
to a statutory trust: For each copy of each such document thereof 846 
regardless of the number of pages, forty dollars; for affixing his 847 
certification thereto, fifteen dollars; (4) for preparing and furnishing a 848 
certificate of existence or authorization, forty dollars; (5) for preparing 849 
and furnishing a certificate of existence or authorization reflecting any 850 
and all changes of name and the date or dates of filing thereof, eighty 851 
dollars; (6) for filing of a certificate of merger or consolidation, sixty 852 
dollars; and (7) for other services for which fees are not provided by 853 
the general statutes, the Secretary of the State may charge such fees as 854 
will in his judgment cover the cost of the services provided. 855 

(b) The tax imposed under chapter 219 shall not be imposed upon 856 
any transaction for which a fee is charged under sections 34-500 to 34-857 
547, inclusive, as amended by this act. 858 
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Sec. 527. (NEW) (Effective January 1, 2015) (a) At any time after 859 
revocation of registered limited liability partnership status pursuant to 860 
section 34-422 of the general statutes, as amended by this act, such 861 
status may be reinstated as provided in this section. 862 

(b) If the name of the registered limited liability partnership is no 863 
longer available, such name shall, simultaneously with reinstatement, 864 
be changed to an available name by amendment of the certificate of 865 
limited liability partnership. 866 

(c) A certificate of limited liability partnership conforming, with 867 
adaptations that are appropriate, to the content requirements of a 868 
certificate of limited liability partnership shall be executed and filed 869 
with the office of the Secretary of the State pursuant to sections 34-410 870 
and 34-411 of the general statutes. 871 

(d) A certificate of reinstatement shall be accompanied by: (1) 872 
Payment of all penalties and forfeitures incurred by the limited 873 
liability partnership and a reinstatement fee as provided in section 34-874 
413 of the general statutes, as amended by this act; (2) an annual report 875 
for the current year; and (3) an appointment of statutory agent for 876 
service, if required by section 34-408 of the general statutes. 877 

(e) Upon the filing of the certificate of reinstatement with the 878 
Secretary of the State, reinstatement shall be effective, the status of the 879 
partnership as a limited liability partnership shall commence and such 880 
limited liability partnership shall be revested with its rights and 881 
powers under sections 34-300 to 34-434, inclusive, of the general 882 
statutes, as amended by this act." 883
